REMARKABLE PRESERVATION. 

A late Niagara Scntine! mentions that a stage, 
in crossing “deep hollow,” near Rochester, was 
overturned in the night, on the brink of a@ Preci- 
pie, and although the descent was from thirty to 
forty feet, noone was seriously injured.

possess themselves in patience,” and Icok to Him, 
who is * able and witling,” for redress, multitudes 
of injuries ere received, and acts of oppression per- 
petrated which ere not made subiects of common 
conversation. Therefore, we now call the atten- 
tien of our fellow men, that they may understand 
how much they are aggrieved, and how hardly 
they are used, bojing that a sense of the berb«r- 
ous injustice exercined towards them, will excite 
the sympathy uf every honest mind in their fevor, 
while those of other denominations, who hold the 
injunctions of the Gospel as 2 sufficient reason for 
their conduct, will aid in procuring tbe redress to 
which they are co fairly entitled. 

By the existing M.litary Laws, an oflicer is al- 
lowed to coliret fines imposed on delinquents, by 
a summery process, which is nut only injurious in 
itself, but liabie to the most dreadful abuses. He 
is permitted to seize at djscretion; and there is 
scarcely any eppeal except to a Military Cowrt.— 
But these men, in the execution of what is called 
their duty, are daily guilty of the rudest violations 
of liberty, and the grossest attacks upon property. 
They enter the dwelling or store of a mechanic, 
and forcibly seize an article worth fifty or a hun- 
dred dollars, to secure 8 fine of two dollars — 
This property is disposed of at a constable’s sale, 
appointed at an inconvenient time, in an obscure 
place, and as slightly announced as possible — 
The goods are sold—bought in, frequently, by 
a friend of the seizer and seller, for a comparative 
trifle, and the miserable surplus of the proceeds 
offered to the person who has been thus dealt 
with, when it is well known that his conscience 
will no more permit lim to receive this, than the 
original fine. 

This is an evil of frequent occurrence , it is an 
oppression annually repeated ; it is a sin agaist 
all that is right and just—againat ali the implied 
obligations of government—against the [iberty of 
man—against the lew of God! What is the name 
that should be given to such conduct! ts robbery 
too hard! Is tyranny too strong? 1s barbarowe 
Oppression unmerited ! Suppose 4 free-born Ame- 
ican in @ country governed by a king—living in 
proper submission to cxisting laws—paying his 
taxes, and living throughout as an upright and 
worthy citizen. Then let us fancy that a law is 
passed declaring that every man shall acknow- 
ledge the dingly form of government the deet and 
moat excellent, and the republican rule despicable ; 
would we not contemn the feeble heart that would 
give up his true feelings—his conviction of the 
right—or who would acknowledge it indirectly, 
by paying a fine for bis refusal? Does not every 
proud American heart swell with indignation at 
the thought of such a trial?) He would spurn 
the conecssion—he would refuse all acknowledge. 
ment—he would suffer all privation—he would 
die the death of a martyr, before he would yield ' 
Suppose thie man thus deprived of his property 
We should say he was robbed—trampled on— 
tyrannized over! Thus are Friends situated.— 
They cannot acknowledge as right, what they 
tnow and feel to be wrong. They will not (God 
aiding) betray their trust; but they must appeal 
to him; they must cal! on christian men to know 
whether they are willing to countenance such try- 
ing and unnecessary injustice. ' may be asked 
why the “ Friends” should wish to be freed from 
military service entirely, or on what they found 
their claim to such an exemption? To the first, 
an exploit answer has been given, and we may 
add to what has been said relating to the second 
part, that they have, in justice, a larger claim 
than any other body of people. They have always 
been conspicuous in every thing which constitutes 
good citizens, and remarkable for their exertions 
in the cause of suffering humanity. The effects 
of thew principles are to be seen in this—that the 
members of this society are never a burthen to 
the commonwealth, notwiihstanding they contri. 
bute a full proportion tor the support of the poor 
In times of public distress, when sickness or fire 
are destroying the hves and property of their 
neighbours, thew activity and zeal are proverbial. 
Whenever called) upon tor the pertormance of a 
civil duty, not incompatible with conscience, they 
are found to be as faithful and disinterested, as 
unwearied and constant, in ducharging their duty 
We do not pretend (o assert that they are exclu- 
sively good, but that they are deserving the high 
est commendation for the consistent uprightne ss 
of their demeanour, If we enquire at the crimi- 
nal Gourts, or examine the prisons, we rarely or 
never find members of this community there, for 
trial or punishment. Of their poor, we have al- 
ready mentioned that the public know nothing, 
because they are supplied and provided for by 
their immediate brethren. If the tree is to be 
known by ite fruits, surcly those who are candid 
must agree that such tran 15 of the best, and that 
a lngh obligation exisis from the commonwealth 
to the people, who give to those around them 
such excellent examples of temperance, sobriety, 
industry and fidelity in public of private business.
